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Rep. Devin Nunes is 
working to ensure that 
health care challenges fac-
ing Central Valley residents 
are addressed in upcoming 
Medicare reform legislation. 

Health care leaders from 
around the valley converged 
in Visalia in late May to de-
velop proposals that could 
be included in the legisla-
tion. 

“While I fully support pre-
scription drug benefits for 
seniors and other improve-
ments to Medicare, one of 
the bigger concerns in my 
district is to keep the hospi-
tals open and enable physi-
cians to meet the needs of 
their patients,” Mr. Nunes 
said. “That’s why it was im-
portant for me to hear di-
rectly from the people af-
fected.” 

More than 150 commu-
nity and health care leaders 
attended the summit, par-
ticipating in one of four 
workshops. Two workshops 
focused on developing ideas 
to recruit and retain physi-
cians, particularly special-
ists. Other workshops dealt 
with crowding of emergency 
departments and ways to 
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Physicians, health care administrators, community mem-
bers and other professionals filled the May luncheon of 

the Rural Health Care Delivery Summit in Visalia. 
Through workshops, participants developed practical  

solutions to key challenges facing health care in the Cen-
tral Valley.
